The everige mall merchant today must bo 
In his store most of the time when it is open 
for business. As a result, he spends from 48 to 
72 hours per week in the store. He wants to be 
home on Sunday with his family, to enjoy hit 
children, torest, to relax, and attend the 
church of his choice. His employees are his 
friends. Many times his relatives, and he feels 
that they deserve the same opportunities and 
privileges he enjoys. 

The average store that wants to open on 
Sunday, besides the "Mom and Pop" store and 
some of the drug stores, are in the large ma- 
jority owned by one or more people and they 
are such size or with a large number of stores 
that they do not work themselves on Sunday. 
They arc Interested in profits only. Their em- 
ployees are not their personal friends and so 
they are not interested In their employees 
family life or permitting them to attend 
church. 

They will be among the first to say "let’s 
close all retailing" if all retail stores in a com- 
munity operated on Sunday and reduced or 
eliminated their profits. 

The proposed Sunday Sales Limitation Law 
does not prevent anyone from working. It pro- 
hibits the sale of certain categories of mer- 
chandise on Sunday. The large majority of 
merchandise are In favor of prohibiting their 
sale on Sunday. It does not close any store, or 
any place of business. Any professional man 
may work or sell any merchandise not listed. 

We must be realistic and state however, 
that many stores will close, because it will not 
be profitable for them to operate. Let’s give 
the small merchant and hundreds of thousands 
of retail employees in Kentucky an opportun- 
ity to have some “human dignity", to play with 
their children, to enjoy some recreation and 
to attend church on Sunday. 



Kentucky at present, has a “Sunday Blue 
Law ", which is 183 years old and makes Ille- 
gal any type of labor that is not “work of ne- 
cessity". The United States Supreme Court has 
upheld this law and the Kentucky Court of Ap- 
peals twice. However, one opinion ot the Ken- 
tucky Court of Appeals stated that each Judge 
may. in each set of circumstances, determine 
what is "work of necessity". As a result of this 
opinion what is considered illegal by a lower 
court in one city has been considered legal in 
the low'er court of another city. Manufacture! s, 
retailers, working people have been cited for 
violations, and in some instances fined. Injunc- 
tions have been issued against certain stores 
preventing their operation, whereas other 
stores sellng similar types of merchandise are 
being permitted to operate in the same city. 

As long as manufacturers may be prohibi- 
ted from doing certain work on Sunday, Ken- 
tucky will not have the best "industrial Cli- 
mate". As long as Kentucky was a rural state 
it was unprofitable for retailers to operate on 
Sunday. The "Mom and Pop" grocery and the 
drug store serviced our needs. With increased 
industrialization and prosperity it is profitable 
for a few retailers in each city to operate. How- 
ever, experience shows, that if all retailers 
open in a particular city, the large majority 
will lose money, because they will do the samj 
volume of busness with an increase of one 
day’s expense. Soon the "small retailer" will 
go out of business, as he is usually che one 
that is less financially able to stand the 
losses. 

Another possibility is increased prices to 
take care of increased operating costs, but this 
rarely occurs. When all retailers in a city open 
on Sunday there is increased pressure for 
banks, service establishments, and * profes- 
sional people to also service the public. Experi- 
ence shows that this condition will sooner or 
later be corrected, but during that time, fri- 
ends have become enemies, the moral tone of

to serve all the offices under one roof will 
he nearly impossible since vacant buildings 
of targe size are practically nonexistent. How. 
ever, we’re sure Judge Noplis and the Fiscal 
Court will make the very best arrangements 
possible for the citizens they serve. 

While you’re rejoicing over the court- 
house grant, don’t forget the downtown mess 
you’ll have while it’s under construction. Mud 
and dust are symbols of progress ... at 
times. But the good side of the picture far 
outweighs the bad. 

A courthouse is a symbol of the whole 
county, or should be, and the county seat will 
surely present a brighter picture with a beau- 
tiful new center of government. 

Some people will not be happy about the 
construction grant, since they oppoosed the 
project from the beginning. Let us remind 
these people that we live in a democracy 
where majority rules. Every beam that 
swings into place, every swish of the paint 
brush and every brick that’s laid will be 
jehoes of the people’s voice. 



There’s good news today. The long hard 
pull is over for Judge Noplis, other county 
officials and Washington representatives who 

have been struggling so hard to get a federal 
grant for constructing Perry County’s new 
courthouse-jail. The money. $575,267 under 
the Accelerated Public Works program, was 
approved officially this morning. 

As Congressman Carl D. Perkins said today 
in his telephone conversation to The Herald,

.0 these officials who have been working to 
carry out the wishes of the people who voted 
to construct the new building more than two 
years ago and pay for it themselves. Now 
Perry County's share of the proposed $862,900 
edifice will run just about half of the more 
than half million dollars local citizens orig- 
inally voted to build the courthouse.

As your new Representative in the Ken- 
tucky Legislature, I take great pleasure in 
writing to you about House activities at Frank, 
fort. Through the courtesy of our county 
newspaper, I hope to bring you regular ac- 
counts of my efforts to serve Perry County in 
the General Assembly. This is my first re- 
port. 

The House of Representatives convened 
for the week on Monday evening, Ja-n. 13, and 
adjourned Thursday around noon. 

During the week all of the committees 
were formed. The Huuse Committee, com- 
posed of the House Leadership, assigned me 
to five committees: Ways and Means, Con- 

servation, Highways, Labor, and County Gov. 
eminent Committees. All are among the 
most important committees in the House and 
I am proud to have been selected as a mem- 
ber of them. 

The first two weeks of the session have 
been spent in organization and getting ac- 
quainted. On Wednesday our Caucus Chair- 
man, Rep. 'Ballinger, of Louisville, invited 
Rep. Fred Mason, Paducah, who is an 8-year 
veteran of »he House, to speak to the Repub. 
lican membership and explain not only the 
rules of the House, but also Parliamentary pro- 
cedure. This meeting was especially helpful 
to those of us who are new members. 

There was not a lot of legislation to come 
before the House during the week, but as the 
session progresses, the tempo will increase and 
by end of the session, we expect to be meet 
ing both day and night.
